Washinutox. Aiiff. 3. — Senator JonM 
of Arkansas, chairiiiaii of the national 
Democratic conimittee, rfturmvl to this 
city from Ihs trip to the west which iii- 
claded St. Louis doring the Populist 
oonTentloitweek, Mr. Viyua at Lincoln 
and the senator's home in Arkansas. 
The senator expects to remain in the 
cit^- during the comin;? week for con- 
sultation with such Democratic leaders 
a.-^^juay be here from time to time and 
UAv will go to New York city to at- 
tend the meeting of the nafional com- 
nnttee on the 11th and the Brjran and 
Sewall notification on the day follow- 
ing. 

The understandinp now is that the 
two caurtidates will be notified at tlie 
,me tim,, as has been done by tlie 
emocratic party in tlie past. Fnidui^c 
tlie meeting of the natinnal committee 
lu Ni'W York the tinal disposition of the 
establishment of i)ermaiient head(iUMr 
ters during the comiiiK canipai^'ii is 
hardly looked for. Senator Jones liad 
uothiiiR definite to say on this snhji'ct 
and ex|iresse(l the opinion that the mat- 
ter would not be ittldbd nntil ths oom- 
mittee meets. 

While Senator Jones is bi Heved to 
have about decided upon the lurmation 
of the executive committee, which will 
have active charge of campaign work, 
he is Hot yet prepared to make pablin 
any names. In this case, also, he ex- 
pressed tlie opinion that the committee 
will not be fully named until the meet- 
ing in New York. He may, however, 
aniioance an individual member or two 
during his stay in this city. 

Questions bearing on mie attitude of 
Bfr. Bryan towiwd the f-^olist nomina- 
tion aud alTecting the retention of Mr. 
Bewail on the national ticket are those 
on which the chairman declined to ex- 
press an opinion. The senator's atten- 
tion was called to the statement in the 
Atlanta Journal made by Hon. W. L. 
Peek who led the Georgia delegation at 
th* Popolist ootiTeution that there was 
ao nnderstanding between the Populist 
and Demoorstic leaders that if the Pop- 
ulists would nominate Bryan for presi- 
dent and s southern PopnUat for Tioe 
president that Mr. Bewail ytMU. retire 
nom the noe. Daring this Mr. Jobm 
dedated so f ar as he new no amnge* 
ittMit*of the kind was entered into. 

The chairman is well satisfied with 
the situation and says the Democratip 
ticket is as good as oan.be. He ildioalcli 
the idea of a reaction in the silver senti- 
ment and looks for its continued pro- 
gress. "This sentiment," he said, "be- 
gan with the repeal of the Sherman act 
and hixn progressed ever since." 

TOMB OUTRAGED. 

That of the Ilulsarlan StaCeinuui 111 Own 
I'p by liyoainlte. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, Aug. 8.— The tomb 
of M. Stombuloff, the ex-premier of 
Bulgaria, who was assassinated in the 

streets of Sofia in July of last year, has 
been seriously injured with a dynamite 
bomb. UiK'ij liefore, in August of lasr 
year, M. Stanibuloti's grave was made 
the object of outrages by vandals, the 
cross on the grave being broken, the 
wreaths destroyed and attempts w«re 
being made to exhume the body when 
the police interfered. A riot was 
caused at the fprave of the dead states- 
man at the tune the funeral ceremony 
was going on, on July 20 of last TMr. 

S' his enemies and by the flriends of 
ajor Panitxa, who had been executed 
by an order of M. Stambnloff while he 
was premier. For t;ome time after his 
burial liis grave had to be kept guarded 
by military, so persistent were liig en''- 
mies in their attempts to wreak insults 
ujxiii th(t grave, and his widow was 
equally the victim of the malice of lier 
husband's enemies in acts of persecu- 
tion by Bulgarian othcials against mem- 
ben OK her household.

IISpokams, Wash.. Aug. 8.— L.H. Plat- 
ter, a well known attorney and Demo- 
tmtic politician, was shot and almost 

iiisr.intly killed in the corridor of the 
courthouse by Henry Selfert, a restaur- 
ant proprietor and fli)orting man. 

The tragedy resulted from remarks 
made Ity Platter in court, which Seifert 
coustmsdas a reflection on his char- 
acter. Setfert was being pressed before 
the court as administrator for the estate 
of Rudolph Gerkow, a rich brewer, who 
died here this week. Platter represent- 
ed some of the beneficiaries of tlie will, 
opposing Seifert, und it had been insin- 
uated that Seifert's relations with .Mrs. 
Lierkow were nut of tlie priii» r nature. 

When court udjoiirmMi the two men 
met in the corridor. Seifi i t claims that 
Platter struck liini with his cane. Sei- 
fert tlii'ii drew a revolver and tired, the 
shot passing through Platter's heart. 
Seifert tlien \\alked into the sheritl's 
oHice and gave himself up. I'lattiT 
came to the state from Delijiiice ().. and 
was elected prosecuting attorney ol 
Whittan county. In ISHD he wa.s the 
Democratic candidate for lieutenant 
guvenior, and in Isl'J was candidate on 
the Democrntic ticket for presidential 
elector. B(!f jre coming to Washington 
lie was for three years pro.secutiiig at- 
torney of an Ohio ct)uuty. He is :il 
years of age aud leaves a wife, who is 
prostrated and her life is despaired of . "

NOTED SCIENTIS T DIAD. 

Sir William Grove ot World KoBOWa la 
Klootrlcal UlaooverlM. 

LoKDOir, Aug. 8. Sir William Orove 
is dead. The Right Honor:ible Sir Wi; 
liam Grove, D. C. Li, LL. D., I'. C, 1- 
K. S., was born July 11, IWll. He was 
educated at Oxford, where he proceeded 
to the degree of M. A. in 1883. Two 
years later he was called to the bur at 
Lincoln's Inn. Being temporarily pn 
vented by ill-health from following the 
legal profession he turned his attention 
to the study of electricity and succoeiled 
in lH;5<t in contriving the powerful vultai 
battery, which bears his nauM, and the 

g;is battery. 

H."sir William ina<le several discoveries 
ill elfctricity and optics, and he was the 
author of a remarkable lecture deliv- 
ered in .laiuiary, l^t,*, and printed by 
the managers, mi "The Progress ot 
I'hysical Science .^^ince the Opi iung oi 
the London Institution." 

In this lecture he first announced the 
diK trine of the mutual convertibility ot 
the various natural forces — heat, eli'c- 
tricity, etc. — and their of being ali 
modes of motion, or forms of persistent 
force. The doctrine is further de- 
veloped in his famous essay, "On the 
Corelatiou of the Physical r'oroes" on 
which he gave a course of lectures in 
1848.

The cotton which had gotten 
a little start to grow by the rains of 
several weeks ago is again brought to a 
standstill. There is no possible show- 
ing for much over half a crop now. 
Dispatches in the Indian Territory re- 
port the thermometer scoring 119 8at> 
urdaj and Sunday at Guthrie.

Jess" Thl oc- 
co was sentenced to de.it h by sh ooting. 
One Wilson wiw convicted of helping 
Thlocco, and will receive 10 > lashes. 
Sandy Deacon, who was charged for 
the third time with hog and cattle steal- 
ing, was also given a death sentence. 
There are abcmt a do/en of these rases 
on the docket, aiul it is probable that of 
these one-half will be given the death 
penalty. All are Indians.

SOCIALIST CONGRE SS ENDED. 

Uttlo Work and VoU of Ifoleo ClumMter- 

Im4 tli<> Si-Hoinnt. 

London, Aug. 3. — .\t Satunlay's sit- 
ting of the Iiiti rn:itioii:il Socialist Labor 
and Trades union congress, the dele- 
gates adopted, after a great deal of dis- 
cussion, the report of the economic in- 
dustrial commission, reafflrming thn 
resolutions of the Paris congress of 18SK, 
including tliose in sujiport of eight 
hours for a day's work, the abolition of 
child labor up to the age of I'i, the jiro- 
hibition of night work in all tr.ades 
where there is no necessity for it, and 
the abolition of all tariffs and duties on 
articles of consumption. 

A Greek delegate, Argyriades, then 
tried to read an address of syiupathv 
with the Cuban iusurgents, but the del- 
egates, desiring to wind up the con- 
gress, declined to listen. 

Herr Liebknecht, the socialist mem- 
ber of the German reichstag, who was 
chairman of the day, then announced 
that Paris, New York and a German 
city had been suggested for the meeting 
place of the congress of 1899. The con- 
gress decided to go to a Oennan city, 
but the particular spot was not decided 
upon, and the session ended with the 
singing of "Auld Lang Syne," the 
"Marseillaise," the "Carmagnole," and 
with three cheers for the social revolu- 
tion. _

Trouble Breaks Out Afresh at the Drown 
Holstloc Works aod a Sympathotlo 
Strike Will Bo Ordered by the Cootral 
Labor l'nl<in— A MtltaMat That DM 

Not itettle. 

CT.EVKLAxr), Aug. ;< — The renewal of 

the strike at tho Hiowii hoistiii;..' works 
resulted in MoodshiMl Satunlay. The 
trouble Ix'gMii e.nly in the morning, 
when a m<ib surrounded the house of 
one of the nonunion workmen, and 
bombarded it with stones aud bricks, 
breaking the windows, and even smash- 
ing the weather boards. 

The police, ln ariiig of this, prepared 
for an outbreak a' iiooii. wlit ii th«' non- 
union nn'P. should be disniissfd from 
work. A party of these workmen dis- 
ri-gardiiig the etforts of tiie police to 
protect them, sia- ted to walk away from 
the worKs. Thfy had not gone far 
when they were m"t by a mob. First 
the not. rs beir.iu to sluj it at the non- 
uiiionists. and iln-n to Imrl bricks. 
Tlii'ii tlie workiui Ti drew revolvers and 
bi'gati to slioot into thf crowd. SfViTal 
sliot> wi ll- firi'd, but only <p|ir took ert'i'ct. 
.bihii i'riiiz, a union foundry man, fi ll 
to the pavement, shot through the body, 
anil was taken to a hospital. He WlU 
probably die. 

.Soon after the shoi .ting the police ar« 

riv< il on tho sc iir, but the mob had dis- 
appeared, and all was i]uii t. 

This outbreak r< -ulti .l iii the cnl'.ing 
out of two coinpaiui s of unliti.i. .uid 1 v 
the middle of the afti riiooii so pohce- 
iiien in addition f.i th.' military, had 
bet n massed in the vicinity of the 
Biowu works. No more trouble oc- 
curred. 

It is thought that a long and bitter 
struggle will ensue. The manager of 
the Brown works says the agreement 
for the settlement of the strike was well 
understood by the representatives of the 
strikers, and tho company stood ready 
to live up to its terms. The violation 
of the agreement by the men, he says, 
ab.solves the company from any other 
consideration of them, and enables it to 
begin all over on a new basis. This is 
taken to mean that the company will 
proceed to hire new men. 

The union men declared a boycott 
against the Brown company, asserting 
that the company has failed to keep its 
agreement about reinstating the strikers, 
wld that a number of new hands had 
been employed since the strike was de* 
clared off. 

Sympathetic Strike Likely. 

It is probable tiiat the f. iitral Labor 
union will order a syiiin.ithetic strike 
throughout till' citv at tho next iin-. ting 
of the Central L.ibor union. S.itur.i.iy 
the executive l oiiiimttee of tli>' striking 
Hrown hoi^tillg men and labor le;4ueis 
of several unions met in conference and 
decided that a syiiipatle tic strike wati 
necessary. The coiiunitt''e of the Cen- 
tr;il Labor union report favorably to a 
svinpatlu'tic strike. 

The number of unions alliliati'd witli 
the Central Lai or union is over f.o, and 
the total membersliip numl.ers jo.ouu, 
in all branches of trade. These men 
have voluntarily b. .und flu insi lvos to 
obey the mandates of tho t'. nir.il Labor 
union, which consists of chosen repre- 
sentatives from the <litf»'rent uniuiis. 
The tight will not only be local, but na- 
tional. Kvery union in the L'liited 
States will be called on to assess its 
members for the support of the Brown 
hoisting strikers.

Another big storm swept over thia aec- 
tton Saturday afternoon, about 3 o'clock. 

It came from the west and nortl-.west. 
and the cloud looked so dark and threat- 
ening that aome people in the ooantr}- 
left their raoidencN and aoagbt abetter 
in amaller bnildinga. 

Fruit and ahade treea were apmote«l, 
branches of others were torn otT, fence? 
were leveled and corn and tobacco blown 
(iown by the severe wind. Part of the 
roof of the grand stand at the fair grounds 
was taken off, but aside from this very 
little damage waa done to bnildinga, so 
far as learned. 

The damage to the corn and tobacco is 
reported very heavy. It was leveled to 
the earth in many places, and the leaves 
of the tobacco are said to be badly beaten 

and bnii-t"!. In some spots, hail added 
to the damage to this crop. 

The rain fell in blinding sheets, the 
fall being one of the heaviest for yeaia. 
The guage at the atation in this^city 
showed a fall of 2.14 incbea daring the 
afternoon. It is said I.iuiestMue|Creek 
was higher than for thirteen years. On 
the Cabin Creek j.ike twelve bridges and 
culverts were washed out, and the road 
waa littered with piles of drift wood. A 
small bridge on the Blue Run and Ripley 
Ferry road was wa«hed out.
